I give to my widow ten tons of 
gold. 

I give to my other relations, in 
equal portions, 10,000 crowns. 

I give to each of my neighbors 
win* shall assist at my funeral, 100 
ducats.

And that in n any 
l'ista-ices diseases have been sent 
irom cemeteries. 

They also said it wan only a quicker 
m.-ih nl of decompo ltii>n as at the 
vnA of several yeare th'* bodies buried 
in the ground are reduced to the same 
state as those cremated, e 

The Negative s ile sttid that the 
burying ot the bo ties of deceased 
persona was practised from theearliesi 
ages in all civilized countries, and 
i here fore v\;ts the right way.

All good 
christians are supposed to follow the 
pie of imnst.
